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On 1 March 1949, J. V. Sweet and A.W. Shaiditsky, chairman and seoretary 
respootively of the Ukrainian Club, Shanghai, informed the Sooial Affairs 
Bureau of the Shanghai kunicipal Goveranant that the Ucrainian Club would 
oease its activities as of that date, owing to the departure of the 
majority of ita members to the Philippise Islands .*
